I — which are obmous to cuery mau) and uo other poſſible and pzeſent 
cue Heinz to de aun, N92 this ED bee GUOPBELD, ik te a8 a Bing hal! maintaine the cauſe and 
party of Britton, peicrue Dur owe Honour, dekend Our people, ſeture Our Kingdomes, and 
ſappo:t Dur All:, at which wee are tyed to doe by tha bond of Souereigutp, Which vnder 
God Heer beare gut pou: Meuerthelelle, Wee are reſolued, and doc fo declare and publiſh to 
all Dur lo ing Subtetts Dur cleare intention to bee, That this courſe, which at this time is 
thus inkoꝛced vpon vs bythat neceſſity , to which no oꝛdinarp courſe can giue the Law, ſhall not 
ti any Wile be dꝛawen into exampie,nso2 made a Preſident foꝛ after times. 

And becauſe Wee already heare, that ſome malenolous perſons, who vader pꝛetente of com- 
mon liberty, factiouſtp intend nothing but che ruine both of Religion and State, and by delay of 
preſent remedie make wayto fozreine practiſes, gine out, and ſcatter their ſpeeches (amongſt o⸗ 
ers) thatifthts way of rayſing Money take plate, then no Parliament ſhal be called hereafter, 
and that this courſeinay be taken encryycere,vpon pzetence ot ueteſſitie and lacke of Money ; Wee 
doe hereby publiſh and pꝛoclaune, That, as Wee Will not ſuffer any ſuch ſpeeches o2 pꝛactiles to 
goe vnpuntiſhed, So likewiſe , that the luddainneſſe and impoꝛtante of the occaſions are ſuch, as 
cannot poſſible admit Us lo long time, as the Summoning , Allembling, and Reſolutton of a 
Harliament will neceſſarily require, And that it is farre from Our heart, to make any ſuch vle 
ot the loue of Our people, oꝛ to make this any annuall oꝛ vſuall courſe of raiſing Moneys, But 
that Wee are fully purpoſed to call a Parliament, ſo ſoone as conuentently Mee map, and às oiten 
as the Common wealth and State octaſions ſhall require it; And that by Our peoples affectt- 
ons now (hewed vnto Us in this way ot neceſſity, they ſhall the ſooner inuite Us to the frequent 
vie of Parliaments, being confident in the hearts of Our people.
